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IN THE DOG WATCH. 


The new organ of the Sailors’ and Fire- 
men’s Union, in the initial paragraph of its 
first number, perpetrates a false and 
malicious libel by pretending that Seararine 
is dead, and that it is SzararmNe’s successor. 
Perhaps the lawyers will say it does 
something more, by attempting to steal away 
the good will of the seamen from Szararine. 
But a libel in the first paragraph of 
the first issue is a blunder with few, if any, 
precedents in the history of newspapers. 





“The king is dead, long live the king,” 
says the Union paper, implying that Sza- 
rarmna is dead and the new paper has 
succeeded to its position. Sxararina has 
never pretended to be the king of the sea- 
faring class. It never aspired to be more 
than their organ. But Mr. J. H. Wilson 
possibly regards himself as the absolute 
monarch of the Seamen’s Union; and not 
perhaps without reason, seeing that no 
absolute monarch ever exercised more 
absolute sway than J. H. Wilson aims at 
getting over the Union. But he is not the 
king of the seafaring class yet. Not by a 
long way, and by the time we have 
finished showing it up, he will either 
have no autocratic position in the Union, or 
there will be little left of the Union, and 
a more honest one will take its place. 


Another blunder in the new paper is the 
frank admission that it has the sympathy of 
Mr. Laws. This gives point to the wide- 
spead suspicion that the Executive Council 
of the Sailors’ Union were induced (it is 
not for us to say how) by the Shipping 
Federation to scuttle Szaranina. 





Another theory is that the Gladstonians— 
who include many of the sweaters and coffin- 
ship owners—have a voice in the selection 
of the official Liberal candidates, and hate 
SearaRinc as much as they hate Plimsoll, 
and Mr. Wilson, as Gladstonian candidate 
for Deptford, must consider them. 


Yet another theory is that J. H. Wilson's 
vaulting ambition required that he should 
have a paper more completely under his 
thumb than Szaranine. 


Whether any of these theories are in any 
degree correct, we need not at present 





discuss. But one thing is certain. The 
Executive Council took care to stop the sup- 
plies to Szararine so suddenly that there was 
not time, while the paper was yet circulated 
by the Union, for Szararine to put the case 
before the Union men. The Executive thus 
proved that they feared such an appeal, 
knowing, as one of the officials of the Union 
put it in Szararmne of last week, that had the 
opinion of the members been taken, Sza- 
FARING would have been the choice of the 
Union by a large majority. 





Whatever may be the true explanation, 
the plea of economy put forward by the 
Executive is clearly false, seeing that the 
Union have issued a paper much larger than 
SEAFARING. 





SEAFARING OW appears as a paper 
devoted to the interests of the seamen, but 
freed from the galling yoke of the gang of 
ignorant, insolent, and selfish persons who 
pull the wires of the Seamen’s Union. 
The paper being thus free to speak out on 
subjects on which it has been hitherto 
gagged, the seamen will learn much that 
they should know. 





The cunning, cowardly, and malicious 
attempt of the Executive Council of the 
Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union —in hole and 
corner meeting assembled—to scuttle Sra- 
FARING having been frustrated by the cordial 
support which we have received from the 
seamen in response to our appeal, it is more 
than ever apparent that the said Council ia 
no way represents the seamen themselves. 





Most people who have had anything to do 
with the Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union have 
seen much that was wrong going on inside. 
It is an open secret that one of its chief 
officials, who draws handsome pay, has not, 
although several complaints have been made 
against him, and he has been convicted of 
fraud, been discarded. Why not? 


Another question. Some time ago the 
then Executive Council of the Union passed 
a resolution authorising the proprietor of 
Srararine to purchase printing plant at the 
expense of the Union, to do the Union 
printing and that of Szaranme. If the 
Executive is Mr. J. H. Wilson's master, 
what right had J. H. Wilson to after- 
wards write the proprietor of Szararine 
not to buy the plant? 





That is another awkward question, and 
we are going to ask many more, such, for 
instance, as where are Mr. Cowie’s receipts 





for the money charged to him in the last 
annual report of the Union for the year 
1890? What becomes of the halfpenny per 
week per member paid to secure represen- 
tation for seamen in Parliament? How 
is it that every man who becomes pro- 
minent in the Union incurs the hatred of 
the Executive and is marked down for 
ruin? What about the mortgage on Sza- 
FARING, Which figures in the Union accounts? 
Under what rule of the Union in 1889 had 
the Union power to invest in a mortgage on 
any paper? 





What about that cheque drawn in February 
last year to pay an account for Mr. Plimsoll ? 
It was, we are told, forged shortly after- 
wards by an official of the Union, who 
nevertheless remained in office till the follow- 
ing October, when he disappeared. As it 
had been stated in August that the 
said officer had robbed the Union, why was 
nothing done in the matter till after the 
accused officer had disappeared? To 
suppose that the forgery was not found out 
in the interval is to suppose that the 
persons responsible for the financial business 
of the Union grossly neglected it. If they 
knew that the robbery had been com- 
mitted why was the accused allowed to get 
off? Did he know awkward truths? 


A notable fact which gives additional 
colour to the theory that the Executive of 
the Union were influenced by the shipowners 
to suppress Szararine, is the conspiracy of 
silence in the shipowners’ papers on the 
whole affair. Under ordinary circumstances 
the shipowners’ papers are delighted to get 
hold of anything against the Union, and its 
treatment of Szararine is the most i 
fact in all its history. Yet the shipowners’ 
papers have not a word to say on the subject. 
And why? Because there is a conspiracy 
to sink Szaranine, and to do that it ig 
necessary to hush up the whole affair. That 
is the explanation freely offered us by 
different seamen. 





It is easy to explain hostility on the part 
of paid officials of the Seamen’s Union to 
SzaFaRING on quite other grounds. Sza- 
raring has strenuously fought to enlist 
public sympathy for the seamen, and to get 
their grievances redressed. But some officials 
of the Seamen's Union had quite other 
fish to fry. If the seamen’s grievances 
were redressed, the profits of these paid 
philanthropists would vanish; therefore they 
have taken the best of care to retard the 
sale of Szararina, so that public sympathy 
should not be enlisted, because, if the 
grievances were removed, the occupation of 
the paid agitators would be gone.

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IMPORTANT TO NAVAL 
SEAMEN. 


By a Navat OFFicer. 


In our last issue we published in full the 
“ Appeal on behalf of the Rank and File of 
the Royal Navy,” to which we have before 
drawn attention, and which, it will doubtless 
be remembered, filled for some time last 
year a considerable amount of space in all 
the public journals. Many readers of Sza- 
FARING may have but slight acquaintance 
with the Royal service, and know but little 
of the disabilities of the men who compose 
its ranks. The reason for the ‘‘appeal” 
which was made by no means for the first 
time last year, is the fact that all promotion 
to the ranks of the commissioned officers is 
practically barred to men who enter the ser- 





vice from the bottom, while the whole 
monopoly of the supply for these higher 
grades is held by the Admiralty Board, in 
whom is vested the power of nomination. 
There are lads who enter that service who 
do so on failure to obtain nominations to 
cadetships, or assistant clerkships, or who 
have failed in the examination for engineer 
cadet. These are boys of fair education, 
but once they don the blue shirt, all hope 
of rising to even a similar social position to 
that of their families on shore must vanish. 

The practical officers of the Royal service 
are the gunners, boatswains, and carpenters, 
who hold what is termed warrant rank. 
This is obtainable at sume seven years after 
entry, and the position for a young, smart 
man from the ranks is good; the 
responsibility is considerable, and it 
should, therefore, be a grade sought 
after by the best men. But after obtaining 
this position, at, say, 26 years of age, there 
is for the individual a future in which there 
is absolutely no chance of bettering himself 
for a period of 25 years—a condition of 
things that it will readily be understood 
tends to make a man apathetic and careless 
as to the performance of his duties. Not 
that we suggest that the Naval warrant 
officers are so by any means. Indeed, in 
the long controversy that occurred last year 
in the columns of the 7%mes, in the House 
of Commons, and elsewhere, no single word 
was ever urged against the ability of these 
naval “rankers,” but it was tacitly ad- 
mitted that they were fully competent to 
perform duties of a higher rank—indeed to 
perform all the ordinary duties of lieu- 
tenants every day—but it was thought in- 
expedient to admit men who had come 
through the hawse-pipe into the society of 
the ward-room mess. It seems unlikely 
that of the 44,000 men who compose the 
rank and file of the Royal service, there are 
to be found no individuals who could pass 
even this crucial (?) test, and acquit them- 
selves as gentlemen. But our view is that 
such a state of affairs as this “ appeal” has 
laid bare, is a public scandal. As a rule, 
the most successful and brilliant com- 
manders in the mercantile marine have 
come from the forecastle, and, as we 
are informed, that since the year of 
the Russian war there have been 
but two promotions from the ranks in the 
Navy; while during that period some 
200,000 men have entered’ and passed 
through, it seems incredible that the matter 
has not forced itself on public notice long 
since. What the promoters of this appeal 
aim at is a very moderate measure indeed. 
They say that as in the army there is a 
system of non-substantive, or honorary com- 
missions, so in the Navy the best of the men 
who pass into the warrant grade should, 
after holding this rank for ten years, be 
eligible for a hon. commissioned rank with 
equivalent pay and privileges. The pro- 
posal seems to err only on the side of 
modesty, and we are sure that when it is 
again appreached by the Legislature the 
whole system of promotion from the ranks 
in the Royal Navy will be remodelled. 
Such names as Lord Charles Beresford, 
Admirals Symonds and Mayne, with Sir 
Edward Clarke (Solicitor-General), Lords 
Morley and Northbrook, Mr. Leonard 
Courtney, Mr. Shaw Lefevre, and a host of 
others are all in favour of the scheme, for 
the promoters of which we wish the fullest 
measure of success. 





OPINIONS ON “SEAFARING.” 


Here are a few more press opinions on

The Daily Chronicle says :—We regret 
to hear there is some risk that our bright 
little contemporary, Szararine, will either 
cease to appear, or appear in future under 
new colours. This will be a disaster to the 
cause of the Seamen and Firemen's Union, 
which Szararine has represented with zeal, 
ability, good humour, and infinite tact. It 
was an organ of which any trade union 
might be proud, and the daily Press were 
often gratefully indebted to it for special 
information of general interest. The Sea- 
men and Firemen’s Union were understood 
to have gone into an agreement to support 
the paper. This support the Executive has 
now decided, somewhat ungenerously, to 
withdraw, on the ground of economy. It is 
& penny wise pound foolish economy. Mr. 
Cowie, the conductor of Srararinc, an 
honest Shetlander, with an inborn enthu- 
siasm for the cause of the seaman, made 
great personal and pecuniary sacrifices in 
endeavouring to establish the paper. 





The Weekly Dispatch says :—The 
Executive of the Sailors’ and Firemen’s 
Union, we much regret to learn, have with- 
drawn their support from Szararine, leaving 
it to sink or swim. It will still continue 
to swim, fer its editor, Mr. Archibald 
Cowie, who has probably done more than 
any other man to raise the Union to its 
present position, is not wanting in energy 
and resource. No fault is found with Mr. 
Cowie’s conduct of the paper; and there 
can be no difficulty from lack of Union 
funds. The true reason of the severance 
does not lie on the surface, but it is exceed- 
ingly important that it should be fully in- 
quired into by Branches of the Union. 
The advantages that seafaring men derive 
from the alert vigilance of the paper have 
been too clearly proved to allow of this 
unceremonious casting of it derelict with- 
out their knowing the reason why. Mr. 
Cowie will, in any case, remain stoutly loyal 
to the cause for which he has done so much, 
and, to their credit be it said, the men are 
going to support him. 


The Express says :—Considering that 
the editor has sunk his own money in the 
paper, and worked hard and loyally for 
the organisation when it was poor and 
struggling, it certainly seems mean—and 
doubtful economy—to desert the Union 
organ in the days of Union prosperity. 
Perhaps the men will refuse to do as their 
leaders advise, and will think better of it. 





The North British Daily Mail says :—~ 
The quarrel between the Executive of the 
Seamen and Firemen’s Union and Mr. 
Cowie, who brought them into prominence 
by his devotion to their interests in Sxa- 
FARING, is extending. Meanwhile the 
Union Executive have set up a new organ. 





The Iighthouse says:—The curse of 
want of continuity seems to dog the steps 
of every workmen’s Union, and the Sea- 
men’s is no exception. The editor claims 
that until his paper was started and had 
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stirred up the men to combine, the Union 
members were counted by scores ; whereas, 
after its inception, members were added by 
the thousand.
